President

As the time approaches for the 
1963 Annual Meeting, I am in- 
creasingly aware of the signifi- 
cant contribution these days of 
inspiration and fellowship can 
make to the knowledge and un- 
derstanding of the work and pur- 
pose of the Woman’s Society of 
Christian Service and Wesleyan 
Service Guild.

BISHOP 

AUBREY G. WALTON 


Bishop Walton was born in 
Clarksdale, Mississippi. He was 
graduated with the Bachelor of 
Arts degree from Hendrix College 
in Conway, Arkansas, received 
his Bachelor of Divinity degree 
from Duke Divinity School, Duke 
University, Durham, North Caro- 
lina, and the honorary Doctor of 
Divinity degree from both these 
institutions. After serving several 
pastorates in Arkansas, he was 
appointed to First Methodist 
Church in Little Rock, where he 
was pastor for sixteen years. 

Bishop Walton was elected to 
the Episcopacy at the South Cen- 
tral Jurisdictional Conference and 
was consecrated to the office of 
bishop on June 26, 1960 in Tra- 
vis Park Methodist Church, San 
Antonio, Texas. He was assigned 
to the Louisiana Area with resi- 
dence in New Orleans. 

Bishop Walton represents the 
Council of Bishops of The Metho- 
dist Church as Official Visitor to 
Latin America. From September 
1961 until March 1962 he served 
as presiding bishop of the Costa 
Rica and Panama Provisional An- 
nual Conferences due to the 
death of Bishop B. Foster Stock- 
well. In February and March, 
1962, he participated in the Con- 
sultation on “The Life and Mis- 
sion of The Methodist Church in 
Latin America,” and in the Latin 
American Central Conference 
held in Buenos Aires, Argentina, 
at which time a new bishop of 
the Pacific Coast Area was elect- 
ed to succeed Bishop Stockwell. 

Mrs. Walton is the former Miss 
Mildred Henry. Bishop and Mrs. 
Walton have two children, Mrs. 
Robert Ziegler of El Dorado, 
Arkansas, and James, a student 
in the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas.

Dr. Dow Kirkpatrick, pastor of 
First Methodist Church, Evans- 
ton, Illinois, received his A.B. de- 
gree from Asbury College, Wil- 
more, Kentucky, his B.D. degree 
from Emory University, Atlanta, 
Georgia, his PhD. degree from 
Drew University, Madison, New

Council of Churches, and a mem- 
ber of the General Board of the 
National Council of Churches. 

Dr. Kirkpatrick is a member 
of the General Commission on 
Chaplains and Armed Forces 
Personnel of the United States, 
a member of the General Board 
of Christian Social Concerns, and 
a trustee of Young Harris Col- 
lege, Young Harris, Georgia. 

In 1955, Dr. Kirkpatrick made 
a Round-the-World Tour to par- 
ticipate in the Centennial Evan- 
gelistic Mission to Japan. He 
visited Russia in 1958.

Miss Allene May Ford was one 
of four children born into the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Milo W. 
Ford, Dayton, Texas. After grad- 
uating from Dayton High School, 
she attended Lon Morris Junior 
College, Jacksonville, Texas, and 
from there went to Southern 
Methodist University, Dallas, Tex- 
as, where she majored in elemen- 
tary education. She taught sec- 
ond grade in Liberty, Texas, for 
two years, during which time she 
served as President of the Wes- 
leyan Service Guild. 

In 1943 she participated in the 
Church School Extension Corps. 
After three months study at Scar- 
ritt College, she was appointed to 
serve in Houston, Texas, where, 
for five and one-half years, she 
assumed the role of Director of 
Christian Education at Grace 
Methodist Church.

Since June, members of the 
Wesleyan Service Guild of the 
Louisiana Conference have par- 
ticipated in the Jurisdiction and 
Conference Guild Weekends; Jur- 
isdiction and Conference Schools 
of Missions; conference and dis- 
trict coaching and officer train- 
ing sessions- and setting up the 
program, "Called, Confronted, 
Compelled," on local and district 
levels. 

Five members have entered 
into the experience of serving as 
District Secretaries. Reports and 
attendance at conference meet- 
ings bear evidence of their inter- 
est, enthusiasm, and concern in 
and for the work of the Wesleyan 
Service Guild. With them we 
have our former Conference Sec- 
retary serving as a District Sec- 
retary, and two others continuing 
their service.

Since her retirement in 1955, 
Miss Porter has visited Alaska, 
attended the Methodist Centen- 
nial in India as a part of a trip 
around the world visiting Metho- 
dist work, served eight months 
in South America studying Meth- 
odist Social Centers for the Board 
of Missions, and visited Puerto 
Rico enroute home. 

For the past several months, 
she has been serving as Settle- 
ment Consultant for the Board 
of Missions in the work that is 
being done in Africa, south of 
the Sahara and during 1962, itine- 
rated for the Western Jurisdic- 
tion in the interest of Deaconess 
recruitment. 

Miss Porter now makes her 
home in Tujunga, California.

Miss Louise Killingsworth 


Miss Louise Killingsworth was 
born and reared in Mississippi. 
She received a B.A. Degree from 
Mississippi State College for Wo- 
men and a Master’s Degree from 
George Peabody College for Tea- 
chers. She taught English in the 
public schools of Mississippi be- 
fore becoming a missionary. 

Due to the outbreak of the 
Sino- Japanese War in August, 
1937 when she was ready to sail 
for China, Miss Killingsworth 
was sent to Havana, Cuba, to 
work until she could get into 
China. The following year she 
went to China where she worked 
until she was interned in 1943. 
She was repatriated seven 
months later and served a second 
term in China from 1946 to 1950, 
when it became apparent she 
could not work longer under the 
Communist Government. 

After a period of study at Co- 
lumbia University and two years 
of teaching at Paine Colelge, 
Augusta, Georgia, Miss Killings- 
worth returned to overseas work 
in the Federation of Malaya. She 
served two terms there, working 
in a girls’ secondary school, in 
Taiping, and in the Wesley Meth- 
odist Church. She returned to 
the States in July, 1963.

He has served as pastor of churches 
in Connecticut, San Jose and Palo 
Alto, California, and in Lincoln, 
Nebraska. He directed the Wesley 
Foundation at Stanford University 
and was acting professor of homi- 
letics at the Pacific School of Reli- 
gion and a lecturer in religion at 
Nebraska Wesleyan University.

Bishop Kennedy was radio-preach- 
er for KFAB and KFOR in Lincoln, 
Nebraska, for three years. He has 
had book programs in Portland, 
Oregon and for ABC. He is the 
author of more than fifteen books 
including: “The Methodist Way of 
Life,” “I Believe,” “The Lion and 
the Lamb,” and “The Parables.” 

Elected as bishop in 1948, Bishop 
Kennedy served the Portland Area 
of the Methodist Church for four 
years before moving to the Los 
Angeles Area. He was president of 
the Methodist Council of Bishops, 
1960-61. 

He holds degrees from many
